I have just gone over the statement of the game played at 
Hertford between The Grays and The Eagles, end do not understa nå 
the figures at all. 


It wes understood that the Eagles end Grays were osoh to 
receive 1/3, after governmont taxes, 15% for park rent snd $50, 
for the lights, I am sure you will agree that on a gross gate of 
$625.95, each team receiving $144.24 or about 174 is very unfair. 
le have a Leacue ruling that forbids us from pl ng for less then 
27% of the gross for night gemes, but we, of course, violate that 
ruling on accagions, however, we have never received or even 
considered accepting enything like 17% of the gate, While each 
team received $144.24, your end was $535.47, I om sure you will 
agree this is not fair, ond I will eppreciate your edjusting thet 
matter. é 


If the terms I originally quoted of the three-way split after 
15% for perk rent and $50,00 for lights hed been carried out, each 
team would have received $216.78 I will grestiy appreciate your 
taking care of it. 


I received a telephone call from The Grays md they are hold- 
ing me entirely responsible for the unfair arrangements, for which 
I don't blame them. It is really more satisfactory to go to a ball 
perk and receive a percentage of the gross gate, then there is no 
room for misunderstendings If there is a next year, we will 
probably work on that basis.
